THE LONDON AND LANCASHIRE 


INSURANCE COMPANY 
SIR FREDERICK PASCOE’S REVIEW 

The Seventy-fifth Ordinary General Meeting of the London 
and Lancashire Insurance Company, Limited, was held on 5 May 
at the Chief Administration Offices, 7, Chancery Lahe, London. 

Sir Frederick Pascoe Rutter (Governor and Chairman) pre- 
siding, said :—To deal now briefly, but, I hope, clearly, with 
our operations in 1936, I believe you will have concluded that, 
consideritig everything, it was again another good year. For it 
was rife with problems and difficulties, and as tegards that 
important section America, it had to bear the consequences of 
the reduction in rates promulgated in 1935. 

In any case, I am sure you will be struck with the soundness 
of the account, in that each department contributed so fairly and 
well to the aggregate profit. 

The total premiums amounted to £6,225,193—an increase of 
£183,098, of which £163,006 came from the accident department, 
£85,771 from marine, and there was a decrease of £65,679 in the 
fire. This decrease was only to a small extent due to the United 
States, and was chiefly caused by disturbances on the Continent 
and depreciated currencies. 


FIRE, ACCIDENT AND MARINE 

Our home business was quite steadily satisfactory and produced 
the usual handsome result. 

Generally speaking, our foreign business proved quite lucrative 
with the exception of America, where the profit from the United 
States produced only a little over 3 per cent. against almost 
10 per cent. in the previous year. Canada is often a reflex of the 
United States, and there also the premiums were less and the 
profit only half of what it was in 1935. Notwithstanding these 
drawbacks, the total fire profit amounted, after the usual 40 per 
cent. correction, to £357,202, or 13 per cent., against £443,789, 
or 15-8 per cent., in 1935. 

The accident department is now the one from which, without 
pressing, we expect and receive a gradual accretion of income. 
Indeed, as in the United States, casualty business seems to be 
gradually outstripping in volume the business of the fire depart- 
ments. 

I am glad to say that each of the accident sections, to a greater 
or less degree, contributed to the total profit of £107,025, or 4-5 
per cent., against £72,717, or 3-3 per cent., in the previous year. 

The marine business, while not up to the high-water mark of 
1935, yielded the substantial profit of £129,520, or 11-5 per cent., 
against £185,508, or 17-8 per cent., in 1935. 

We therefore have a total profit, before deducting British 
income tax, of £593,747, or 9-5 per cent., against £702,014, or 
11-6 per cent. And if you could count upon as good a result in 
every year I am sure you would be more than satisfied. 


LIFE DEPARTMENT 

The life business is transacted entirely through the medium 
of the Law Union and Rock. They held their annual meeting 
last month, and the published report of the proceedings will 
have been posted to you as to the position. You will be glad to 
have found that the conduct of this life business and its healthy 
progress during the past year gave ground for general satisfac- 
tion, and I hope you will kindly remember to give this life 
department your individual support. 


FINANCIAL 

Our interest last year showed some improvement, which, to 
me, was very welcome, because, on your account, I had watched 
with regret the yearly diminution which had been taking place, 
due to the causes of which you are ail well aware. It was there- 
fore satisfactory for us to find at the end of the year that there 
was an advance in income from the yield both on actual invest- 
ments and property, the result being that, apart from the life 
surplus, there was a total of £481,952, as against £474,099 in 1935. 
I am hopeful that this means at last a real turn in the tide and 
that a steady recovery may take place. 

The appreciation in the actual market value of our invest- 
ments, which I have referred to annually, continued. After 
including the surplus from the fire, accident and marine accounts, 
the interest, and, on the other hand, the debits for pension funds 
and for the dividend of £573,000 for the year, there remains a 
credit in the profit and loss account to be carried forward of 
£2,461,006, as against £2,134,191 for last year. 

It happens that this year with which I have been dealing— 
1936—did not, through various causes, attain quite to the high 
level of some of its predecessors, and because we have, for several 
years past, been contending with some adverse conditions which 
have not actually spelt anything in the nature of loss, but which 
have postponed our return to the progressive position to which 
you were accustomed.

Food and Tobacco.—As compared with March, the 
average prices for cereals showed an increase of about 
4} per cent., quotations for imported wheat being, 
however, lower at the end than at the beginning of the 
month. Taking the averages for April, only three of 
the quotations in the cereals group showed no 
increase; the largest rise was in respect of maize 
(12 per cent.). Flour, straight-run and imported, was 
about 44 per cent. dearer. In the meat, fish and eggs 
group, the largest movement was a seasonal decline in 
the price of English and Danish eggs. Wet fish and 
pork were somewhat cheaper, but these reductions 
were more than offset by rises for bacon (home-grown 
and imported), English and Scotch beef and mutton, 
chilled and frozen beef, and poultry. Among other 
foods, New Zealand butter and cheese averaged about 
9 and 13 per cent. higher in price, following similar 
advances in March. Potatoes and apples were dearer, 
but there were substantial reductions in the price of 
onions and tomatoes, the latter representing a reaction 
from the exceptionally high prices in recent months 
and a movement contrary to the usual seasonal trend. 
The rise in sugar prices was checked, but tea prices 
recorded a further advance, the price at the end of 
April (19°71d. per lb., including duty of 4d. per lb.) 
being the highest for eight years. Quotations for cocoa 
have been lower each week since about the middle of 
March, and the price at the end of April was the lowest 
for about five months. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—The only 
group to show a decline in April, as compared with 
average prices in March, was non-ferrous metals (9 per 
cent.), the substantial rises recorded in recent months 
for the four principal metals (and their manufactures) 
included in this group being followed by appreciable 
declines in April. The prices per ton at the end of 
March and April for electrolytic copper were, respec- 
tively, £78 and £62 10s.; zinc, ordinary spelter, about 
£37 and £27; English lead, £33 15s. and £27; and 
Straits tin, £294 10s. and £257 5s. Prices of 
American and Egyptian raw cotton declined through- 
out April, the quotations on the 30th being 7:22d. 
and 11:20d., respectively, as compared with 809d. 
and 12°96d. per lb. at the end of March. In spite of 


‘this decline in the price of the raw material, which 


was followed to a lesser extent by decreases in the 
price of yarns and cloth, the average for the cotton 
group as a whole in April was about 2 per cent. above 
that of March. Wool prices continued to be very 
firm, the group recording a rise in April of nearly 5 per 
cent., each of the items included in the group con- 
tributed to this increase. Textiles other than cotton 
and wool were mainly dearer, hemp, linen and jute all 
recording higher average prices in April. The increase 
of nearly 24 per cent. in the coal group was due to 
advances in the price of Durham gas and Fifeshire 
steam coal. About one-third of the descriptions in 
the iron and steel group showed higher prices on the 
average in April, and the remainder were unchanged. 
The largest increases were in respect of galvanised 
sheets, the rise of £3 per ton on 24 March being effec- 
tive throughout April, and of tinplates, the price rising 
from 17s, 9d. to 21s. per box on 1 April and 22s. on 
April 15. The principal changes in the chemicals and 
oils group were increases in the prices of lubricating 
oil (210s. to 232s. 6d. per ton in mid-April) and furnace 
oil (44d. to 43d. per gallon at the beginning of the 
month), and decreases for white lead paint (£86 to 
£77 per ton) and palm kernel oil (£34 to £28 10s. per 
ton). In the miscellaneous group, hides and skins 
averaged substantially higher prices in April, and prices 
of certain paper-making materials were above those for 
March. Certain descriptions of building timber were 
also dearer. The only decrease in the group was in 
respect of rubber, ribbed smoked sheet being quoted 
at nearly 13d. per lb. at the beginning of April and 
92d. per lb. at the end. 

A comparison of the 200 price averages for April 
with those relating to March shows 99 increases and

31 decreasés, articles of food accounting for 41 of the 
former and 17 of the latter. Of the increases for food, 
21 were of less than 5 per cent., 13 were of between 
5 and 10 per cent., and 7 were of between 10 and 15 
per cent. ; of the decreases, 11 were of less than 5 per 
cent., 2 were of between 5 and 10 per cent., and 4 
(English eggs, onions, Danish eggs and tomatoes) 
amounted to 164, 214, 23 and 3634 per cent., respec- 
tively.

NOTTINGHAMSHIRE COAL POSITION 


The Secretary for Mines met representatives of the 
Nottinghamshire colliery owners and of the Notting- 
hamshire Miners’ Industrial Union at the Mines 
Department on Monday morning with regard to the 
invitations which he issued to them and to the Mine- 
workers’ Federation of Great Britain last Thursday 
to meet unconditionally, under his chairmanship, to 
discuss the position in Nottinghamshire. 


The representatives of the owners and of the In- 
dustrial Union pointed out that recognition of the 
Mineworkers’ Federation of Great Britain was inherent 
in the proposal of fusion, since the new amalgamated 
Union would be affiliated to the Mineworkers’ Federa- 
tion of Great Britain. 


They informed Captain Crookshank that they were 
still prepared to meet the Mineworkers’ Federation 
of Great Britain on condition that there is prior 
acceptance of the principle of fusion of the two Unions 
in Nottinghamshire and agreement to submit to 
arbitration any points relative to the fusion left out- 
standing after discussions. They said that they were 
not, however, prepared to meet unconditionally.

EXCHANGE RESTRICTIONS IN GREECE 


Compulsory Law No. 479 of 19 February amplifies 
Article 10 of Exchange Law No, 5422 which referred 
to the prohibition on the export of drachmae (a trans- 
lation of Exchange Law No. $422 was issued by the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, 8.W.1, as Circular C. 8888 on 18 May 1932). 

The modification is as follows :— 

The true sense of the provision of paragraph 2 of 
Article 10 of Law 5422 is that drachmae acquired in 
Greece in whatsoever manner by persons permanently 
resident abroad shall be deposited in a blocked account 
with a duly authorised bank in Greece and their release 
for use either in Greece or abroad may be permitted 
subject to the previous issue of a permit by the Bank 
of Greece. 


A further provision of Law 479 is to the effect that 
the importation of drachmae into Greece from abroad 
is prohibited without a previous permit from the Bank 
of Greece.

CEYLON 
FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER 


The Principal Collector of Customs, Ceylon, reports that 
imports in March last were valued at Rs. 20,624,000; 
domestic exports at Rs. 26,564,000, and re-exports at Rs. 
1,603,000, as compared with Rs. 18,683,000, Rs. 21,881,000, 
and Rs. 2,123,000, respectively, in March 1936. 

As compared with March 1936, the value of food, drink 
and tobacco increased by Rs. 917,000 to Rs. 8,909,000 in 
March 1937. Raw materials rose by Rs. 618,000 to Rs. 
3,098,000, and manufactured articles advanced by 
Rs. 406,000 to Rs. 8,588,000. The chief increases were: 
rice, + Rs. 428,000; cured and maldive fish, + Rs. 100,000; 
sugar, refined, + Rs. 378,000; liquid fuel, + Rs. 698,000; 
cotton piece-goods, + Rs. 236,000; and motor cars, 
+Rs. 118,000. Declines occurred in coal, — Rs. 209,000; 
petrol, — Rs, 466,000; and kerosene oil, — Rs. 400,000. 


Domestic Exports 


As compared with March of last year the value of food, 
drink and tobacco declined by Rs. 989,000 to Rs, 15,754,000 
in March 1937. Raw materials rose by Rs. 5,620,000 to 
Rs. 10,650,000, and manufactured articles were higher by 
Rs. 47,000 to Rs. 155,000. Increases occurred in rubber, 
+Rs. 4,104,000, and coconut products, + Rs. 1,376,000; 
while a decrease was recorded in the case of tea, 
~Rs. 1,146,000.

SWITZERLAND 
FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER 


(From the British Commercial Secretary) 
BERNE 

There was a considerable rise in the value and weight of 
Swiss foreign trade during the three first months of 1937. 
Whereas the increase in value can be attributed partly to 
the effects of the devaluation of the Swiss franc, the in- 
crease in weight would appear to indicate a revival in Swiss 
industrial affairs. Heavier purchases of stocks have also 
been made in anticipation of higher prices. ‘There is a 
marked increase in Switzerland’s adverse balance, conse- 
quent on the higher value of imports, due to the effects of 
the devaluation and to firmer prices for raw materials. 
Exports rose from 192-4 million franes, in the corresponding 
quarter of 1936, to 268-5 million frs. (+ 76-1 million frs.), 
while imports increased from 264-0 to 454-9 million frs. 
(+ 190-9 million frs.). Whereas imports increased by over 
‘0 per cent. in value, their corresponding increase in weight 
amounted to only 26 per cent. Owing to the fact that manu- 
factured goods are imported to a great extent from countries 
which have alse devaluated, this category of goods was less 
affected by the smaller purchasing capacity of the Swiss 
franc than was the case with raw materials and foodstuffs, 
¢.g. whereas imports of wheat have increased in quantity by 
20 per cent., they have risen in value by 100 per cent., im- 
ports of cotton show an increase of 70 per cent. as regards 
weight and of 150 per cent. as regards value.

There has been a considerable increase in imports from 
Germany and Italy (which should be beneficial to the func- 
tioning of the Clearing Agreements with these countries), 
the United Kingdom, Czechoslovakia, Belgium, Hungary, 
Austria, the United States and Argentina. Switzerland’s 
adverse balance with Germany has increased from 44:4 
to 56:2 million frs. 


Export TRADE 


Swiss exports for March attained, after an interval of 
several years, a figure exceeding 100 million frs. Estimated 
in gold, however, the value is slightly under that for the 
corresponding month in 1936. The same remark applies to 
the value of Swiss exports for the whole quarter. Taken in 
weight, far greater quantities of goods have been exported 
than last year (especially in the textile and machinery 
branches) but, reckoned in value, the export figure for the 
first three months of 1937 shows a decrease of several million 
francs when estimated on a gold basis.

The increase in the value of exports which took place 
during the first quarter of 1936 was for all commodities, 
except foodstuffs. Exports of the metallurgical industry 
rose in value to 60 per cent., the textile industry 30 per 
cent. and the chemical industry 37 per cent. There has 
also been an increase for footwear, straw-plaited goods, 
pharmaceutical products and aniline " dyes. As regards the 
textile industry, there was a general improvement of 30 per 
cent., the increase being particularly in silk goods, cotton 
fabrics (especially to Germany and to the United States), 

and rayon. On the other hand, there was no marked revival 
in the foreign sales of woollen ‘tissues or cotton yarns. Ex- 
ports of raw aluminium have almost doubled, especially to 
Germany, the United Kingdom and the United States. 
Exports of machinery increased in value by some 33 per 
cent., chiefly on account of better prices. Exports of watches 
showed an increase in value amounting to 67 per cent., the 
figures being 40-6 as against 24-1 million frs. The number 
of watches rose from 3-2 to 5-6 million pieces. There was a 
greater demand for gold watches. 

The improvement in exports of machinery is attributed 
partly to the fact that a number of foreign countries who 
are competitors in this particular branch are unable to 
carry out orders, being too busy with work on their domestic 
markets and the execution of armament orders. Trade with 
oversea countries has contributed to a large extent to this 
revival in the Swiss export industry. Deliveries to both 
North and South America, to the British Dominions and to 
Eastern Asia have increased by 100 per cent.

TURKEY 
REDUCTION OF DUTY ON CERTAIN PAPERS 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Istanbul 
has forwarded a copy of Decree No. 2/6374 of 12 April, 
which modifies the duty on certain printing papers (Tamfi 
items 328 A and B) from 900 piastres to 100 piastres per 
100 kilogrammes. The reduction only applies to paper 
having a watermark of parallel lines 5 cms. apart and 
imported by the Siimer Bank, solely for the making of 
schoolbooks accepted by the Ministry of Education and in- 
cluded in the official list. 


CLEARANCE FROM CUSTOMS OF GOODS HELD 
UP UNDER QUOTA RESTRICTIONS 


The Commercial Counsellor at Istanbul has forwarded 
a copy of a Decree, No. 2/6388, of 13 April, which provides 
that all goods which arrived in the Turkish Customs up 0 
and including 15 February 1937, and are still awaiting 
clearance, upon whatever list they appear among those 
annexed to the Decree governing the general import régime, 
details of which were published in the ‘ ‘Board of Trade 
Journal’’ for 10 December 1936 (pages 850-1), shall pay 
the appropriate Customs duty and be effectively cleared 
by 31 May next.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
MARKING OF GOODS 


The Beard of Trade have received a copy of a United 
States Treasury Decision ['T.D.48907] which amends the 
United States marking regulations as follows :— 

(1) Pieces of bamboo cut into the proper length for use 
as mouth pieces for pipes, one end of each article being 
tapered for fitting into the head of the pipe, are required 
to be individually marked to show the country of origin, 
the marking to be as nearly indelible and permanent as 
the nature of the articles will permit. 

(2) Beer steins with metal covers are required to be 
permanently marked either on the metal part, such as by 
die sinking, or by etching or other permanent marking on 
the glass portion. 

(3) Quicksilver used as a catalytic agent in the plant 
of the importer, and not for sale, to produce desired 
chemical reactions in articles which may be sold, the cata- 
lytic agent itself not entering into nor becoming a part of 
the articles acted upon, is exempted from marking require- 
ments as provided by Article 513 (a) (3) of the United 
States Customs Regulations of 1931. 


(4) The examination, relabelling and packing into cases 
of tinned goods in a country other than the one where the 
contents were actually prepared and put in sealed cans, 
do not serve to change the country of origin under section 
304 of the Tariff Act of 1930. 


CLASSIFICATION OF ‘‘ RAWHIDE ” 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a United 
States Treasury Decision [T.D.48907] which states that 
“Rawhide ” leather consisting of hides which have been 
limed to remove the hair and subjected to further processing 
to prevent decomposition, and some of which have been 
dyed, is properly dutiable at the rate of 20 per cent. ad 
valorem under the provision for case leather in paragraph 
1530 (b) (5) of the Tariff Act of 1930. 


This ruling will result in the assessment of duty on certain 
case leather at a higher. rate than hitherto.
